suffered from depression, so 
I ended up taking him to see a show 
about mental health. At the end of 
it, he turned to me and said: “I think 
I need to go and see a doctor.” He 
said that this was the first time he 
realised that how he felt wasn’t 
normal. He’d never mentioned 
his feelings to anyone before - he’d 
been suffering silently for the past six 
years. He said his suicidal thoughts 
were fleeting yet terrifying, but that 
he now knew that he wasn’t alone. 

I felt an enormous sense of relief, 
and from that point on we spoke 
regularly about how he was feeling, 
as well as taking more practical steps, 
like arranging for him to see his GE 

But that didn’t make it easy We went 
through a phase where I was constantly 
scared that he would hurt himself if we 
had an argument. I wanted to protect 
him, but he found that hard. Like 
Professor Green mentioned recently, 
he has an idea of what a “man” should

be - and that didn’t involve being 
protected. I also have a tendency 
to want to talk about every single 
detail, which Finn found too much. 
In the end, we came up with code 
words so that he could say how 
he was feeling without going into 
too much detail.

I magine if you knew your next 
date was going to be perfect. That 
your companion would hold the 
door open for you, compliment 
you and then take you home and 
give you the best sex of your life. 

In the age of Tinder, it’s an impossible 
dream, right? Not for Clare* , 29. Clare 
knows tonight is going to be amazing. 
Why? Because her date is an escort and 
she’s paying for the night to go exactly 
how she wants it. And she isn’t alone - 
the number of male escorts in the UK 
has tripled in the past five years. 
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There are three times 
more male escorts 
working in the UKthan 
there were five years ago 



to meet the huge demand of women 
who are approaching sex in a very 
different way ‘I don’t have time to go 
on a dating site and then hope whoever 
I meet is interesting and attractive,’ says 
Clare, abar manager from Bristol. ‘This 
way it’s guaranteed he’ll be intelligent, 
gorgeous and good in bed. Aguy off 
Tinder can’t compete. ’ 

‘Most of the women who buy sex 
are professional people, who want a 
guaranteed pleasurable experience,’ 
says Dr Sarah Kingston of lancaster 
University. She spoke to thousands 
of people in the industry - and their 
clients - to find out exactly who is using 
male escorts. Currently in the UK 



paying for sex is legal, 
but certain activities 
surrounding the work, 
such as pimping, are 
against the law, so agencies 
have to operate carefully 
And while you may 
think that women pay for 
dates because they ‘can’t’ 
get them the ‘normal’ way. 
Dr Kingston’s studies 
show the opposite. A 
‘typical’ customer is 
an attractive career 
woman who does not 
have time for dating. 

‘Most of our clients are 
in their 20s and 30s and 
very good looking,’ says 
Erwin, who runs escort 
service The Men’s 
Company ‘They could 
have sex whenever they 
want. But they want quality 
- and from us , they get it. ’ 
Erwin, who receives 
around 3,000 applications 
a year from guys who want 
to be on his books, says 
he spends much of his 
time ensuring the men 
on his site offer the quality 
his customers expect, 
especially as they’re 
paying up to £300 an hour. ‘It’s not 
just about looks,’ he says. ‘They have 
to be intelligent, emotional and- vitally 
- they must understand women’s 
sexual behaviour. ’ The Men’s Company 
offers a range of services, from dinner 
to a tour of a city However, Erwin 
says 95 per cent of the time women 
just want sex. ‘Most do look for an 
emotional connection though,’ 
he adds. ‘They can spend months 
browsing before making a decision. ’ 
‘The first escort I saw was 
recommended by a friend, ’ says Clare. 

‘I booked him for three hours for £120. 
He came in, we chatted for a while then 
he offered me a massage. It was 



incredible how he asked me what 
I liked. It meant I could be totally 
honest and the sex was amazing. ’ 
However, while Clare’s relationship 
with escorts is physical, others use the 
service to avoid awkward questions 
about their relationship status. Anna^ , 
33, from Glasgow, started taking 
escorts to work and family parties 
six months ago. ‘I have a demanding 
career,’ she says. ‘But I often need 
dates for events so I researched escorts 
online. They’re always great company

and help me dodge questions about 
whether I’m seeing someone. ’ 
MichaeU works as an escort for 
Diamond UK, an agency Anna often 
uses. ‘I am seeing more and more 
clients like Anna, who have very little 
time for dating,’ he explains. ‘We come 
up with the back story beforehand. 
These women know that they can 
take me to any event and I’ll be 
well-presented and charming. 

It’s an easy option.’ 

According to relationship experts, 
the rise in male escort services comes 
down to women growing more 
confident in their sexuality, careers and 
having a clearer idea of what they want 
from life - and often that doesn’t 
include a full-time relationship. 

‘In the future I’d like to fall in love 
and settle down,’ adds Clare. ‘But right 
now I enjoy seeing escorts. I always 
use protection and it’s not hurting 
anyone, and I’m having brilliant sex 
every time. Who doesn’t want that?’

Sextherapist Sarah Berry warns using an escort 
may not be as simple an idea as you first think. . . 




'An escort may not live up to the 
fa ntasy, ' says Sa ra h . ' I donT t h i n k sex 
workers can guarantee that customers 
have a n orgasm because sex is more 
complicated than that. Good sex can 
comefrom having a connection with 
someone. People see sex workers for all 



sorts of reasons. Some have a good 
time, somefeela bitempty and some 
have bad experiences. There are also 
concernsthat some sex workersare 
being exploited or may not be safe.' 
It'salsoworth considering the reasons 
behindyour decision. 'IfyouYe using an 



escortto combat low self-esteem, it 
may not be a wise idea,' Sarah adds.

Look’s Victoria Jowett chats to the next big supermodel about 
ever3Tbhing from her success to getting career advice from Kanye West 




C oventry-born beauty 
Neelam Gill, 20, has 
already established 
a modelling career to 
rival most, including 
fronting a Burberry 
Prorsum campaign as her first-ever 
modelling gig and becoming the first 
Indian model for the brand. She’s now 
being hailed the next big supermodel. 

After a whirlwind of success, she’s 
struck up close friendships with 
Jourdan Dunn and Cara Delevingne, 
while also being handpicked by Kanye 
West to star in his show for Adidas last 
year. Add to that she has a whopping 
50,000 followers on Instagram. Neelam 
also hit the headlines earlier this year 
after reports began to circulate that 
she was dating former One Direction 



singer Zayn Malik. While she’s kept 
schtum, the rumours have only fuelled 
her success further. 

I headed over to her model agency’s 
HQ to chat about her explosive career 
and steal her beauty secrets, natch. . . 

Hi Neelam ! Where did your 
modelling career begin? 

When I was first scouted I really 
didn’t think anything of it. I had 
glasses and braces, and my mum 
was convinced it was a scam. I got 
scouted by loads of agencies, but for 
some reason I kept the Models 1 card. 
About a year later I went into the 
agency with my mum - 1 was only 14 
-and they signed me that day. I didn’t 
really start working until I was 18. 

You made your worldwide catwalk 
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debut for Burberry - what was it like 
walking for such a big brand? 

I was so young when I did Burberry! 

I was 18 and had only just started 
modelling. I was so excited, it was so 
surreal. I didn’t really believe this was 
my life. This season, I watched the 
show with Jourdan [Dunn] and we 
were reminiscing about how nerve- 
wracking it can be. We’d be backstage 
with live cameras streaming the 
catwalk and we could see everyone 
arriving, and the seats slowly filling up. 

I remember seeing Anna Wintour’s 
hair and sunglasses and thinking: ‘Oh. 
My God. ’ If I did it now I’d probably be 
even more nervous ! Back then I was the 
new girl no one really knew-now people 
know me. I’d feel more pressure. 

How did it feel being the first Indian 
model fronting such a huge campaign? 
It felt cra 2 y to me, I didn’t even realise 
there hadn’t been an Indian model in 
their campaign before. I think that’s 
why I talk about it so much and bring 
awareness to that fact, because people 
lorvtrealise the lack of diversity The 
fashion industry is changing but it still 
has a long way to go. 

Was it surreal seeing your face 
on a billboard for the first time? 
Definitely. When I first saw the 
campaign I was driving past the 
Knightsbridge store. They were 
literally putting my face up on the 
side of a building as I drove past! 

What about when you walked 
for Kanye West in his Adidas show 
-how was that? 

I’ve alwa^ loved rap music and I’ve 
always really admired Kanye West. 

He came up to me after the show and 
said: ‘I’m so proud of you, keep 
killing it. ’ It was just so surreal. 
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You've mentioned the lovely 
jourdan Dunn, has she given 
you any career advice? 

When I met her I remember thinking: 
‘Wow, she’s such an amazing model! ’ 
but then you chat to her and she’s 
really nice and down to earth, too. 

She always tells me: ‘You are doing 
really well, but don’t forget to make 
time for yourself There is no point 
working so hard if you don’t have 
time to enjoy it. ’Jourdan and I are 
quite similar, we both work really 
hard and never really take a break. 

Are there any other models who 
you admire? 

I think all the Burberry girls have 
done so well - they’ve established 
themselves not just as models but 
they’ve made names for themselves. 

I love Rosie Huntington-Whiteley she’s 
got her own lingerie line, she acts and 
she’s done Victoria’s Secret, she’s really 
inspiring. A lot of people see modelling 
as a short-lived career, but I think if you 
are smart with it you can build your 
career into anything you want. 

We've seen models like Cara 
Delevingne and Suki Waterhouse 
go into acting - is that something 
you've ever wanted to do? 

Definitely! I think that with modelling 
you are kind of acting. At the minute 
I still feel like I have so much I want 
to do as a model, but if I were to go 
into acting I’d want to make sure 
I went to acting school first to learn 
everything about it. 

Other models like Karlie Kloss 
have started YouTube channels 
and I see you have one too! Were 
you inspired by her? 

I love Karlie Kloss’s Y)uTube channel! 

I started YouTube as away to interact 
with fans. I thought I’d do a couple of 
Q&As as I got asked so many questions 
on Twitter, but now I’ve started filming 
more videos. To be honest most 
of them are just me ranting to my 
webcam [laughs] . I do like to address 
issues like bullying and depression. I try 
and remind people that you just have to 
focus on yourself and remember 
you’re doing the best you can. 

Do you feel like that belief has 
helped you handle the pressures 
of the modelling industry? 

It’s definitely helped, but I still feel like 
I’m not 100 per cent secure in myself 
I have a long way to go, especially 
because I feel like I’m constantly 
surrounded by so many successful 
women. I try not to compare myself

with others but it’s a bit like a roller 
coaster - you have to be prepared. 

Do you have to deal with online 
trolls or negative comments? 

I ignore most of the negative 
comments, but if they’re particularly 
bad I like to reply and kill them with 
kindness. I normally get a reply 
apologising and explaining they never 
thought I’d read it! But I also get so 
many great comments that help me. 
When I’m having a down day I’ll just 
go on Twitter and it lifts me up. 

How have your friends and family 
reacted to your modelling success? 

My family are so supportive, I wouldn’t 
be able to do it without them. My family 
are the reason that I’m still myself 
They are proud of me but they let me 
know that just because my career is 
going well, life still goes on as normal. 

I don’t want to have ‘yes’ people 
around me all the time, I think the 
reason a lot of people in this industry 
go off the rails is because they have 
people around them constantly 
saying: ‘You can do no wrong. ’ My 
friends and family are just so honest. 
Your brows are always on point, 
what's your secret? 

I get them threaded every two weeks 
because I’m shooting almost every 
day and they need to look neat. If 
your brows are thin you should try the 
Blink Nourishing Brow Oil [£16] .
